Pathologist At 
St. Vincent Starts 
Research Study 


Will Seek Cure For 
Hodgkins Disease Now 
Killing 3,000 A Year 


New York, April 7 —(NC)—Dr. 
Antonio Rottino, chief pathologist 
of St. Vincent’s Hospital here, has 
taken the lead in establishing a 
research foundation to study Hodg- 
kin’s Disease, for which medicine 
has as yet found no cure. The in- 
variably fatal malady is killing 
3,000 persons annually in the 
United States, according to avail- 
able statistics. Treatment has been 
successful only in prolonging the 
lives of the patients for a short 
time and in ameliorating their suf- 
fering, Dr. Rottino said. 


The Hodgkins Disease Research 
Foundation is seeking two million 
dollars to carry on laboratory re- 
search and operate clinics for 
treatment of victims of Hodgkins 
Disease, which attacks the lymph 
glands, spleen and liver causing 
cancerlike swelling. 


At present the only clinic in 
this city devoted: exclusively to the 
treatment of the disease is at St. 
Vincent’s Hospital. Dr. Rottino 
has headed the clinie since 1945. 


Discussing the aims of the foun- 
dation, Dr. Rottino said: 


“The disease which this founda- 
tion has undertaken to conquer, 
has been known to medical science 
since 1661. However, it was not 
until 1832 that Dr. Thomas Hodg- 
kin, a British physician, succeeded 
in describing a syndrome. of the 
disease with sufficient clarity to 
permit its subsequent classification 
and analysis. Much research has 
been undertaken both in this coun- 
try and abroad but until now no 
concerted, organized attempt has 
been made to eradicate it. 

“It goes without saying that no 
project of this nature can be put 
forward without the support of 
that section of the public able and 
willing to contribute to the general 
welfare. The families of those 
afflicted would consider our goal 
of $2,000,000 a small one. But we 
must depend also on the sympathy 


and awareness of individuals who! 


have so far remained untouched.” 

The knowledge that. every pa- 
tient in his clinic is doomed to 
eertain death, Dr. Rottino said, 
makes his work “an ordeal and a 
challenge.” 

A resident of the Bronx, Dr. 
Rottino has devoted his entire pro- 
fessional life to research. He was 
a member of the department of 
pathology at Bellevue Hospital un- 
til 1934, when he took up his post 
at St. Vincent’s. A frequent con- 
tributor to medical publications, he 
is a member of the American So- 
ciety of Pathology and Bacteri- 
ology, the New York Academy of 
Science and the Association of 
Public Health Laboratory.

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May Feel Time Works For Her As 
Her Economists Predict American 
Slump; Relief Work Of Eire Cited 


BY J. J. GILBERT 


Washington, April 7.—If the Moscow conference of 
foreign ministers ends without any substantial progress to- 
ward the writing of peace treaties for Germany and Aus- 
tria, it will tend to raise questions as to the sincerity with 
which Soviet Russia entertained the meeting. 

There is a growing belief now that Russia is not anxious 


to come to any early final decision? 


with regard to Germany. Many 
have thought that time worked on 
the side of the Western Democ- 
racies, but this is not necessarily 
so. Russia-—could feel that the 
American people will become more 
and more discouraged as time goes 
on, and that, with our interest 
waning,-Great Britain and France 
will not offer too formidable resis- 
tance to Russia’s demands. 


It should be of eats mrad inter- 
est now to recall that Soviet prop- 
aganda devices have long told the 
Russian people that the United 
States will soon be faced with a 
‘severe financial crisis, and some of 
the Moscow authorities have even 
fixed the time for 1948, or may- 
be sooner. If the “recession” in 
the United States is severe enough, 
Russia could believe, we will be 
too busy with our internal affairs 
to give much time to foreign af- 
fairs. Our military establishments 
abroad would become burdensome 
and there would be-.a clamor raised 
for the men to come home. We 
could not keep our material assis- 
tance to the needy people up to 
anything like the necessary level, 
and much that we have already 
done would go for naught. 


What is more, with bad times on 
our hands, the communists within 
our borders could be counted upon 
to capitalize upon the suffering and 
the hardship to the fullest extent. 
It seems certain that they would 
not lose any —— in such cir- 
cumstances. he question would 
seem to be how much they could 
improve their own position as the 
country’s worsened. 


President Truman recently told 
a press conference that the increas- 
ing cost of living has long caused 
him concern, and that he hopes 
those who have to say in estab- 
lishing prices will see the hand- 
writing on the wall. The president 
did not elaborate on what he meant 
by the handwriting on the wall. 
Some observers saw in it a pos- 
sible future plea for the re-in- 
stitution of price controls. Others 
saw merely the obvious warning 
that unchecked rising prices must 
eventually result in disaster and 
widespread suffering. There is no 
doubt, though, the executive de- 
partment of the Government ap- 

reciates the close relationship 

tween our domestic prosperity 
and the weight of our representa- 
tions in the international field. 


‘If the dire predictions which 


Moscow makes for American econ- 
omy are not exclusively for do- 
mestic consumption, to take the 
minds of the Russian people off 
their own plight, it could be that 
Russia is delaying settlement of 
international problems and keeping 
an eye on our rising cost of living 
at the same time. 

A grant of 3,000,000 pounds of 
kosher meat recently made by Ire- 
land towards the relief of Jewish 
displaced persons in Europe, has 
served to direct attention to a 


notable job of relief Eire has been 
quietly carrying on for the benefit 
of peoples on the Continent. It 
also helps to illustrate the com- 
plexities of post-war assistance to 
the needy. 

Supplies made available by Ire- 
land as a public offering to the 
suffering people of Europe in a 12- 
month period ending last year were 
worth some $6,000,000 in value and 
embraced 13 different categories 
of goods. They included 20,000 
head of cattle, 1,500 horses, 10,- 
000,000 pounds of canned meat, 
20,000 hundredweight of butter, 
16,000 hundredweight of bacon, 10,- 
000 tons of sugar and 100,000 
blankets. There were smaller 
quantities of cheese, infant foods 
and condensed and dried milk, gar-' 
ments for children, 50,000 pounds 
of knitting wool, and other items. 
The goods were divided into five 
equal parts, one each going to 
Holland, Beligum, France, Italy 
and the Joint Relief Commission 
of the International Red Cross. 
The fifth assigned to the Red Cross 
was for distribution according to 
need in countries other than Hol-

national Red Cross could not get 
shipping facilities sufficient to al- 
low them to take advantage of the 
offerings of live stock made by 
Ireland. Unfortunately too, lack 
of tins and packing materials in- 
terfered with shipment of the can- 
ned meat allottments.

the centenary year, and the present successors of 
that Hierarchy of a century ago, have authorized a 
collection on Mother’s Day, May 11, to be used for 
the completion of the National Shrine to the 
Immaculate Mother, whose cornerstone was laid 
twenty-six years ago by Cardinal Gibbons. The ob- 
jective is $5,000,000.00 which, formidable as it might 
seem at first blush, actually calls for an average of 
only $1.00 per family. 


A basement church, commonly known as the 
Crypt, was finished some years ago at a cost of 
$2,000,000.00—and it is completely paid for. Unless 
the superstructure be erected very soon this lower 
church will disintegrate, and as a symbol of failure 
will put the Catholics of our country to shame. 

When Pope Pius X learned from the late Bishop 
Thomas J. Shahan, then Rector of the Catholic Uni- 
versity, that he was planning to erect a monument 
to Mary Immaculate in the form of a National 
Shrine, he wrote: 

It is most desirable that all Catholics should 
promptly and generously contribute towards 
the happy completion of this Church. 

Pope Benedict XV wrote to the Bishops of the 
United States: 


We have always hoped that at the earliest 
possible date there would be built in the na- 
tional capital of the great Republic a temple 
worthy of the Celestial Patroness of all America 
... O, may the day soon dawn when you, Ven- 
erable Brethren, will rejoice at the completion 
= so grand an undertaking! Let the good work 

be pushed rapidly to completion, and for that 
purpose let everyone who glories in the name 
of Catholic contribute more abundantly than 
usual to the collections for this church... . It 
behooves us to set an example... . and for this

in the hands of hard, cruel, mer- 
ciless, brutal men. Those who do 
not love their neighbor will show 
little regard for his rights. The 
loveless are selfish, and in their 
selfishness they will seek their 
own rights to the exclusion of the 
rights of others. Justice without 
charity inevitably falls into the 
ways of injustice. That is his- 
tory’s lesson. 


The second fact is that the love 
of neighbor has been the greatest 
factor in the building of civiliza- 
tion. It made men human, it made 
them decent. Brotherly love gave 
bread to the hungry, clothes to the 
naked, shelter to the homeless. It 
inspired men to magnificent deeds 
of charity, built homes for the or- 
phaned and for the aged, hospi- 
tals for the sick in mind and in 
body. Again in our day charity 
is expending itself in most com- 
mendable efforts “to serve one 
another in love.” The need in all 
the world is great. 


Golden are the deeds of charity 
that are pouring out of American 
hands into the hands of the hun- 
gry and the sick in Europe, and 
in Asia. American Catholics are 
writing a eerste record in the 
pages of Christian charity. They 
are building a bridge of good will 
across the seas with their benefi- 
cent deeds. Although they have 
many problems of their own, al- 
though they must build and main- 
tain their churches, schools, and 
institutions of charity at home, 
they give in this hour of need to

jointly they are helping the Communist and anti- 
Christian cause. If any lesson was ever taught 
forcibly in this country during the past century, it 
is that every anti-Catholic crusade was supported 
chiefly by men who had neither religion nor love 
for their country. 


Benedict Arnold, the traitor of the Revolutionary 
War, was more anti-Catholic than he was anti- 
American. The Know-Nothing Movement was 
started by men who capitalized bigotry and ignor- 
ance. The APA Movement of some fifty years ago 
was chiefly a political movement designed to profit 
on religious prejudice. When The Menace was 
founded in the year 1911 it almost depleted the cir- 
culation of The Appeal to Reason (Socialist). be- 
cause the latter’s subscribers were more interested 
in destroying religion than they were in promoting 
better social conditions. 

We have the records of more than one hundred 
ranking Socialists who saw an opportunity to pro- 
mote their cause better by lining up with The 
Menace, whose publishers had previously been con- 
nected with The Appeal to Reason. These men 
paraded, in large part, as ex-priests and ex-nuns, 
and made a fat living by delivering lectures in Pro- 
testant churches and in public halls in places where 
there were no Catholics. Few or none of them had 
ever been priests or nuns, but even though they 
traveled under such false colors they were encour- 
aged by many Protestant ministers, 

In the waxe of The Menace came The Guardians 
of Liberty, the Knights of Luther, and many other 
organizations who turned the aroused bigotry into 
political capital. When, as was the case with the 
Ku Klux Klan, the people discovered the motives 
of the founders of such organizations and move- 
ments, they lost respect for all Protestant clergy- 


men who showed sympathy for them.

prison. Even they realized that the Twelve—for it seems that all 
the Apostles were jailed at this time—hadn’t escaped by any 
human means. The doors were still locked; the sentries were at 
their posts, and evidently had not been at fault in the escape of 
the prisoners. It’s no wonder the officials were disturbed: here 
was another supernatural intervention on behalf of the followers 
of Jesus. Again God was calling the national leaders to abandon 
the impossible position they had taken by resisting the Christian 
religion. But by reason of their stubborn pride and hatred, the 
new light only blinded them the more, and they continued to try| 
to bolster up their indefensible attitude. 


With the Twelve before them, the Sanhedrin au- 
thorities said nothing about the unexplained and un- 
explainable escape. Better to let that pass unnoticed. Their charge 
was that the Apostles were continuing to preach in spite of the 
prohibition laid upon them, and that they would lead the people 
to. accuse the authorities of murder by preaching that they had 
had Our Lord crucified. Small matter to them, apparently, that 
the charge was true, as they knew very well it was; what was 
more important was to save face, to preserve their authority and 
prestige as the leaders of the nation. In this as well as in the 
'previous encounters with the Apostles, never once does the Holy 
Name of Jesus cross the lips of the members of the Sanhedrin; 
'He is contemptuously referred to as “this man;” “this name.”

But if it was from God, they wouldn’t 
be able to stop it and would only be fighting against Almighty 
God. Father, when I read that, it struck me as being real wisdom. 


FATHER S: It was real wisdom, and it was worthy of the 
great Gamaliel, the greatest of the Jewish rabbis of his time. It's 
no wonder that everyone had the greatest respect for him. I sup- 
pose that. you noticed, too, that hé was not of the party of the 
Sadducees, but of the Pharisees. This was the conservative re- 
ligion party among the Jews, the party which upheld tradition 
and enforced separation from the Gentiles in order to preserve 
the purity of Jewish religion. The bulk of the party at this time 
unfortunately had degenerated into the worst type of legalists 
whose religion consisted in endlessly multiplied external practices, 
but there were still great men like Gamaliel in the party. And by 
the way, not many years before this, this same Gamaliel had had 
an especially brilliant young pupil, a Pharisee from Tarsus in 
Cilicia, by the name of Saul. We know him as Paul, the Apostle 
of the Gentiles. 

Gamaliel mentions the uprisings of two men who 
V:36-39 falsely proclaimed themselves to be the Messias. God 
had not permitted their movements to deceive the people, nor 
would He permit this movement to lead men astray if it were

By that time the Chris- 
tian faith had spread throughout 
the Roman Empire and millions of 
martyrs had given up their lives 
for the faith without ever having 
seen the Bible in the form that you 
and I have it. 


You ask where the Catholic 
Bible teachers are? They are in 
every parochial school; they are 
at the altar every day offering 
the Mass, a very great portion of 
which is constituted of the Bible. 
People who follow the Mass read 
from one of the Epistles, from one 
of the Gospels in the New Testa- 
ment, and from the Psalms and 
other parts of the Old Testament. 


Every Sunday the priest 
preaches on some gospel text and 
usually intersperses his sermons 
with many Holy Scripture refer- 
ences. 

Did not Christ say you shall 
“know” the truth. But that it 
cannot be known for a certainty 


by Bible reading is clear from 
the very existence of more than 
two hundred Christian sects in the 
United States which differ from 
one, another because of different 
intérpretations of Holy Scripture. 
We can “know” the truth from the 
teaching of the Church of Christ 
with which He said He would re- 
main until the end of the world 
and to which, He declared, He 
would send “The Holy Ghost, the 
Spirit of Truth, to keep it in 
truth.” 


Did not Jesus promise that the 
gates of hell would never prevail 
against “His” Church? St. Paul 
tells us “God wills all men to be 
saved, and to gome to the knowl- 
edge of the truth,” and that same 
saint declared “faith comes by 
hearing.” St. Peter, speaking of 
St. Paul’s epistles, observed that 
many misinterpret them to their 
own destruction. 


Most Protestants, having heard 
repeatedly that “the Bible and the 
Bible only is the rule of faith,” ac- 
cept that viewpoint without any 
reflection or examination. Who 
among them actually belongs to 
his special religious body because 
he was led to it by reading the 
Bible? In ninety-nine cases out 
of one hundred, he belonged. to 
that religious body before he be- 
gan to read the Bible. 


Among Protestants there is a 
continuous search for the truth; 
while among Catholics there is a 
conviction that they possess the 
truth. They are exhorted to read 
the Bible for confirmation of the 
things they already believe. 


What benefit is Bible reading to 
the Protestant if his antecedent 
prejudices prevent him from ac- 
cepting those doctrines which are 
more clearly established in the 
Bible than any others? For in-

Scotland, and did prevail in Ger- 
many, Austria, and other coun- 
tries of Europe. 
Catholics would benefit very lit- 
tle from public funds for bus 
transportation of their children to 
rural schools, because 80% of Ca- 
tholics live in cities where bus 
tranportation is not needed. In 
some of these cities they constitute 
two-thirds of the entire popula- 
tion. 

What if the Baptists or Meth- 
odists had “two hundred large 
schools in the city of Chicago, and 
were educating one-third of all the 
children of the city! Would they 
be willing to tax themselves twice 
for the education of their chil- 
dren if, in their schools, e¢very- 
thing was taught the children 
which the state law requires, and 
taught in just as efficient a man- 
ner as it is taught in the public 
schools? Would they pay twice 
for education, just because, in ad- 
dition to the regular curriculum 
they had one period each day de- 
voted to religious instruction? No 
Catholic ever dreamt of having the 
state pay for religious instruction; 
that is. merely something super- 
added. In all other respects the 
curriculum provided by the state 
is taught, and, for the most part, 
through the same textbooks. 

But bus transportation of chil- 
dren is a different matter. The 
state requires all children up to a 
certain age to attend school, and 
the Supreme Court has decided 
that parents may send their chil- 
dren to whatever school they 
choose, since the school functions 
in behalf of parents. If parochial 
and public schools hold the same 
status before the law, why should 
Catholic or Lutheran children not 
only have to support both schools 
but be penalized for attending their 
own’? Apart from the principle 
that is involved it must be borne 
in mind that the child who walks 
the highways>to school is subject- 
ing himself to the hazards created 
by the automobile. 

To hold that the American 
theory of separation of Church 
and State is violated when chil- 
dren of all schools are permitted 
the use of the buses, is stretching 
that theory too far. How is ‘t 
being violated? Is the bus fare 
a contribution by the state to the 
religious school? Does the church 
or the school profit financially 
when the child is carried to the 
school by bus? The answer is 
clear. : 

Does the state gain or lose 
through the system of parish 
schools? Evidently it gains im- 
mensely. If the Catholic schools 
of Chicago, for instance, were 
closed, a real crisis would ensue. 
The state would be compelled eith- 
er to purchase all the parish

Written |ter-headings of Fundamentals, the 
Will of God in the World, Prayer 
in the World, and Some Virtues 
and Vices in the World. Under 
sub-heads, some a page or two in 
length, and none too long to con- 
sume more than five minutes read- 
ing-time, he proceeds to 1) relig- 
ious instruction, and 2) practical 
common-sense spiritual applica- 
tion, all couched in simple and at- 
tractive language.

The earnest Christian, then, 
must become “a whole-time follow- 
er of our Lord.” This, after all, is 
the lesson of the Imitation; per- 
haps the specific difference be- 
tween A Kempis and the twentieth 
century layman is that the mod- 
ern man, equally moved by the 
message of the gospel, will not be 
content to turn aside from the 
throng to follow Christ by him- 
self, but will bring along with him 
as many of his friends and ac- 
quaintances as possible.

HE youth of today are greatly 

influenced by the literature 
which they read, as has been the 
case since books were put into cir- 
culation. Today, more books are 
printed in a few years than the 
average person could read in a 
life time. Thus, since we read 
comparatively few of all the books 
in print and since they do have 
such a great influence on our lives, 
the Catholic youth should confine 
his reading to good classic and 
Catholic literature. 

Library statistics show that 
trashy novels are much more in 
demand than good Catholic books, 
This should not be and would not, 
if the students would put in their 
demand for Catholic literature.

One should not read merely for 
the pleasure, but for the good 
which reading can promote.

This does not mean that you 
should confine your literary tastes 
to the Bible or your religion book. 
You must educate yourself to read 
and appreciate the finer books. 
Your good taste must be cultivat- 
ed and nourished by the constaut 
reading of the better things.

We beg 
the material things we need to 
keep body and soul together: food 
in the kitchen, clothes to keep us 
warm, a roof over our heads, a 
fire in our hearths. We beseech 
God for the spiritual blessings we 
must have: grace to know His will, 
and strength to follow it. 


But, really, most of us have all 
these things! We're living in 
America, and, from the merel 
material point of view, the U. 

A. is the richest country in the 
world. Spiritually, too, we’ve many 
conveniences: opportunities to 
hear Mass, to receive the Sacra- 
ments, are ours in abundance. 


Yet, there are others. Oh, the 
unfortunate others!

HE mind without a beautiful 
imagination that can envision 
beauty is deprived of the inspira- 
tion experienced by those of. the 
reverse type. Not that one should 
be given over to day-dreams and 
the making up of stories that in 
the end becomes outright fabrica- 
tions, and particularly is this to 
be avoided when considering spir- 
tual truths and when writing the 
lives of God’s saints. But there are 
Saints about whom not too many 
details are known, yet it is an 
established fact that they lived, 
that they excelled in all virtures 
but to a marked extent in certain 
attributes. 


Thus we have the fascinating 
story of St. Christopher—Christ- 
bearer. Children love to contem- 
oie this giant of a man carrying 

hrist across the swollen waters. 
Adults feel more comfortable when 
they have a medal honoring St. 
Christopher in their car or air- 
plane, or on their person. He 
protects travelers! These are both

Con- 
sisting of 25 bells, chromatic scale, 
their weight is only 200 pounds. 
They are tuned by means of an 
electronic stroboscope; change of 
temperature has no effect on the 
pitches; they can be played either 
within the nave of the church 
only, from the tower only, and 
they can be sounded with the or- 
gan, just a8 chimes are played.

New York, April 7.—(NC)— 
“The world was fortunate i 

to have had in its darkest hour 
the vitality of leadership of which 
the parallel endeavors of His Holi- 
ness Pope Pius XII and President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt were a part 
—a leadership which placed these 
vital activities upon so high a 
moral, spiritual and humanitarian 
plane,” Myron C. Taylor, who 
served President Hoosevelt and is 
serving President Harry 8S. Tru- 
man as his personal representative 
to the Vatican, asserts in his intro- 
duction to the recently published 
book, ‘Wartime Correspondence,’ 
between the Pontiff and President 
Roosevelt. 

The book with prefaces by Pope 
Pius and Presideat Truman, -con- 
stitutes an essential part of the 
story of mankind’s’ experience 
during the years of total war. It 
portrays the steadfast striving of 
His Holiness and the vitality of 
the President’s vision and efforts 
toward their common purposes in 
the grim circumstances which over- 
came all men as the hostilities be- 
gan and spread. 

Messages were exchanged over 
the period from December, 1939, 
when President Roosevelt decided 
to send a personal representative 
to His Holiness, until the end of 
1944, The last messages in the 
volume are the Pope’s poignant 
condolences sent to President Tru- 
man and to Mrs. Roosevelt on 
April 13, 1945, the day after Pre- 
sident Roosevelt’s sudden death. 
Pope Pius, commenting on the 
appointment of Mr. Taylor to the 
Holy See, declares in his preface 
that “the fortunate outcome of 
numberless occurrences which arose 
both. during the course of the war 
and in the post-war period, the 
solution of urgent problems, the 
interchange of important informa- 
tion, the organization of American 
relief which flowed in such gener- 
ous streams to alleviate the misery 
begotten of the war, all these 
would have been well nigh unthink- 
able and almost impossible, were it 
not for the designation of a per- 
sonal representative of the Preai- 
dent to the Vatican.” 

President Truman’s preface em- 
phasizes that “it is in the Ameri- 
ean tradition of open diplomacy 
that the world should be given the 
text of the messages written dur- 
ing a momentous period of history, 
These messages constitute a record 
of incalculable value, That record 
belongs to all who sought through 
victory, and continue to seek, the 
blessings of universal peace and 
security and well-being.” Presi- 
dent Truman concludes “it will be 
read with interest and appreciation 
by our contemporaries and will 
have a permanent place in the his- 
tory, of the greatest war in the 
annals of mankind.” 

The co-work between President 
Roosevelt and Pope Pius XII for 
“a peace to be guarded vigilantly, 
and enforced when need be,’ Mr, 
Taylor stresses in the introduction, 
was a manifestation of inspired 
efforts to give to the world’s moral 
forces, during the years of fateful 
crisis unity of goal and plan, lead- 
ership in concerting influence, en- 
couragement for humanitarian ser- 
vices to alleviate suffering, and 
common expression of their hopes 
and purposes in future decisions as

The for- 
mer Ambassador said the press 
is not free in the sense that we 
know a free press; that political 
opponents of the ruling power have 
been imprisoned by the thousands, 
and that the existing regime, sup- 
ported by less than ten per cent 
of the population, is not free to 
make any major decision without 
consulting Moscow. 

Although Poland is about 95 per 
cent Catholic, Mr. Lane said, in- 
dividuals in Poland told him that 
they are “very much disturbed” by 
the inroads communism its mak- 
ing in their country. He expressed 
the belief that, while priests are 
still permitted to preach their ser- 
mons and seminaries are | wderagg 
te operate, the Catholic Church in 
Poland does not enjoy the freedom 
it knew before the war. 

Mr, Lane said “the Church has 
been extremely discreet” in avoid- 
ance of polities. 

The former ambassador said he 
terminated his diplomatic career 


in order to speak and write so as/ 


“to try to bring the facts of the 
situation in Poland to the atten- 
tion of the American people.” He 
said he did not feel that, as a di 
lomat, he could make unfavorable 
reference to the government to 
which he was accredited. He add- 
ed that he décided upon his pres- 
ent course of action the day after 
the recent Polish elections. 
Mr. Lane admitted being pes- 
timistic about the immediate fu- 
ture of Poland.

Return To His Work 


New York, April 7—(NC)—The 
Rev. Francis X. Sauerborn, who is 
now in America recuperating from 
16 months of Japanese prison, was 
led through the streets of his par- 
ish hand-cuffed to common crim- 
inals, and actually experienced the 
dread “third degree” of the Japan- 
ese police station during the war, 
it was recalled in a report to the 
Society for the Propagation of the 
Faith. Yet he is anxious to return 
to Japan to continue his work, the 
report continues, and he stresses, 
“the hour of Christianity is strik- 
ing in Japan right now, but no 
time must be lost in providing the 
manpower and resources necessary 
to expand mission endeavor.” 

Father Sauerborn completed to 
a day a cycle of twelve years of 
service to the people of Nippon 
before he returned to America. He 
says that, as a whole, the Japan- 
ese people were heartily opposed 
to the military ambitions of the 


“eriminals of thought” who were 
confined with him in the various 
prisons of Japan as ample proof 
of this statement.

Pope's Teachings 
Can Do More For 
Labor Than Laws 


So Declares Senator 


Murray At Breakfast 


\For Catholic Union Men 


New York, April 7.—(NC)— 
application of the 
teachings of the Pope for the last 
50 years would do more for labor 
peace than any legislation, Sen- 
E. Murray of Mon- 
tana told the tenth annual Com- 
munion Breakfast of the Associa- 
tion of Catholic Trade Unionists, 
Attended by some 1,000 persons, 
the event marked the 10th anni- 
versary of the founding of ACTU., 


Senator Murray declared that 


“| the adoption of the principles em- 


bodied in the Encyclicals of the 
various Popes would help attain 
social justice and remove the want 
and insecurity which cause com- 
munism. 


Another speaker, Archbishop J. 
Francis A. McIntyre, Coadjutor of 
New York, took the problem of 
rising prices and said that the 
concept of Trithemus, a 15th Cen- 
tury moralist, should prevail te- 
day. Archbishop McIntyre quoted 
Trithemus as writing: “Whoever 
buys up commodities, meat and 
wine in order to drive up prices 
and amass money at the cost of 
others is no better than a criminal 
in a well-governed community. All 
arbitrary raising of prices in the 
ease of articles of food or cloth- 
ing is, or should be, peremptorily 
stopped in times of scarcity. Mer- 
chants who have supplies of com- 
modities should be compelled te 
sell them at fair prices, for in 
every community care should ‘be 
taken that all members be pro- 
vided for, lest a small number 
grow rich to the hurt and preju- 
dice of the many.” ; 


Discussing the problems that 
there is no danger to this country 
unless labor sells out to an Asiatic 
philosophy, Senator Murray de- 
clared that he had little faith in 
any legislation that would outlaw 
communism. 

“You cannot kill an idea with 
a law,” he said. “You must kill it 
by proving it to be false. You 
must remove or correct the condi- 
tions which gave rise to a trend 
and which lead to misunderstand- 
ing. That is the remedy which 
Pope Pius XI himself emphasized 
in his Encyclical on ‘Reconstruct- 
ing the Social Order’ when he said: 
‘All the more oe to be con- 
demned is the folly of those who 
neglect to remove or change the 
conditions that influence the minds 
of people and pave the way for 
the overthrow and destruction of 
society.’ ” 

Other speakers were Frank Fen- 
ton, national director of organiza- 
tion for the American Federation 
of Labor, and Paul Weber, editor 
of “The Wage Earner,” a Detroit 
labor paper, published by the Con- 
gress of Industrial Organizations.
